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TUR FRUIT INDUSTRY. 
One of the biggest undeveloped in­ 
dustries in Jackson county is that of 
fruit growing. 
The demand for all 
kinds of fruits that can be grown to 
an advantage in this vicinity in in­ 
creasing each year. 
It is almost cer­ 
tain that the prices will never fall 
back to their previous low levels, and 
the principal consideration is the un­ 
certainty of the yield. 
It is this that 
has hampered fruit production. With 
the present need of grains and the 
prices which they bring, a farmer 
can hardly afford to put his. land in 
fruit trees and assume the risk of 
a crop failure for two or three years 
in succession. 
To manage an orchard properly 
requires considerable capital, and the 
average fanner is not financially able 
to improve his orchard year after 
year without some returns. But when 
the crop is good the returns are us­ 
ually high, making up for a part at 


J learn, of the losse.' 
the failure years. 
Local pcopie who have money to 
invest in development projects have 
proposed that a company be organ­ 
ized for fruit growing. 
The company 
would purchase a large tract of land 
that is available at a reasonable fig­ 
ure and is adapted for fruit culture. 
A manager, of course, would have to 
be employed, and his salary would be 
a part of the fixed expenses to be 
met bv the money advanced for the 
promotion of the plan. 
During the 
years that the trees are maturing to 
bearing age the orchard could be put 
in cover crops which would meet a 
part of the expenses. 
The profit to 
the company would come not only 
from the sale of fruit but from the 
advanced price of the land. 
Such a 
plan for fruit growing has been work­ 
ed out wit Ii much success in other 
parts of the country. 
The investors 
would help overcome the fruit short­ 
age, and could handle the orchard in 
a way that the average farmer contd 
not. 
The work which such a com­ 
pany could do would result in a pro­ 
fitable investment.

sugar division. 
The ruling of the 
latter is printed in the New York 
Commercial under a Chicago date line 
as follows: 
“The sugar bureau of the federal 
food administration today set twelve 
cents a pound as a fair price of the 
commodity to the consumer. 
“Henry C. Rolopp, who is in charge 
of the bureau, said that any retail 
price in excess of this figure was 
‘outrageous profiteering.’ For several 
weeks grocers have been charging as 
high as sixteen cents a pound." 
Seymour retailers take the view 
that the ruling of the federal distri­ 
butor takes precendence over the an­ 
nouncement of the state distributor. 
They base their opinion on the fact 
that some of the sugar sold here can­ 
not be handled at eleven cents a 
pound and the government has never 
required dealers to dispose of neces­ 
saries at a loss, although the profit 
has been curtailed in some instances. 
It is said that sugar purchased from 
local wholesalers can be retailed at 
eleven cents a pound without loss to 
the dealer, but that outside shipments 
cannot be handled for less than.. 
twelve cents in bulk.
